By creating this 
lagge hospital district, the erection of 
a ‘hospital equal to the best in large 
cities, was made possible Grande 
Prairie people are very proud of their

The hospital is a brick building of 
the cottage type with accommodation 
for 45 patients. The operating rooms 
have all modern equipment, and the 
X-ray room {5 fitted with an Acme 
International combination X-ray ma- 
chine which will handle all cs 
except deep therapy. ‘The wards are 
Sunny and immaculate, and the 
building ts conveniently planned with 
a view to giving the best service It 
is.intended to supplement the scope 
of.tue hospital by erecting sub-hospi- 
tals at outlying points, and by pro- 
viding an ambulance service The 
sub-hospitals would have eight or ten 
beds, and each would be in charge of 
an especially qualified graduate nurse, 
who would take care of maternity 
cases and give first aid to emergenc
